the city in salaries amounting to about 
$2,000 a year. 
The new measure will 


do away with the day policeman and 
marshal, and in their stead will come a 
chief of police. 
At present the mayor 


receives §000 a year aud the marshal 
§500, besides their fees, which amount 
to over §1,000. 
The day policeman 


draws §000 a year, making a total of 
§1,700 paid in salaries under the pres- 
ent plan. 


It is proposed, under the new law, 


to fix the salary of mayor at §200, or 
less; police judge, §GOO; clerk, $600; 
prosecuting attorney, $000 and chief of 
police, §750, making a total of $2,750; 
$1,050 more than paid at present. 
Calculating all fines and licenses to be 
.paid, the difference between $3,000, 
taken as the averaga amount of fines 
assessed, and $1,050, the iucrease in 
salary nnder the now law, the city is 
counted as saving nearly §2,000 yearly. 


Supporters of che uew measure also 


hold Dha't the expense now attached to 
oases carried up to higher courts from 
the mayor's rulings would be cousider- 
alby reduced, for in many oases there 
will bo uo appeal from the decision of 
the police judge, except on error. 
The 


saving here would be a small item, 
it 


is well known that the fines and 
licenses now assessed and collected are 
in the ratio of two to one. From the 
report 
of the special committee ap- 


pointed to examine the mayor's books 
und accounts, it appears that out of 
$3,352 fines assessed, only $1,045 was 


. collected and turned into the city. The 


salaties drawn in the same length of 
time amounted to $1,375. 
Oosts as- 


sessed and 
collected 
amounted 
to 


$3,215. 


That so large a percentage of the 


fines assessed should go unpaid, when 
the best of security 
ia often 
times 


given, is n little bit surprising. Under 
tho new law it is argued that the duty 
of the prosecuting attorney would be to 
see that all the fines, as well as costs, 
were collected in full. 
Another argu 


inent advanced in favor oE the proposed 
change, is that the city has outgrown 
its swadliiig clothes, aud it is time wo 
were taking a step coward putting oil 
metropoltuu airs. 


However, there are runny who find 


Bcrions 
objection 
to the 
proposed 


change, and advance arguments no less 
strong 
than its udvnqatea, why the 


measure should 1)3 killed. 
They will 


not accept tho mathematicians' argu- 
ment and declare it in impossible to 
have an increase in officers with a do- 
crease in city expenditures. 
Tho more 


ofiices the more salary. 
At tho pro- 


posed salary talked of for the 
new 


officials, they declare it will bo impos- 
sible to get good men to servo. 
There- 


fore, about the first act of council, after 
the now offices have heou created, will 
be to increase salaries. 
The iclcu of 


anyone serving as mayor of the city on 
§200 a year soonis absurd to them. 
As 


a matter of economy, those opposed to 
the measure declare it to be an impossi- 
bility. 


Again, the responsibility now soom 


ingly vested in tho mayor will be di- 
vided.

they urge.

Pat In Operation Soou. 
Madrid, Feb. 6. — The Official Ga- 


rette prints the full scheme of Cuban 
reform as approved by the queen re- 
gent in a formal decree. The follow- 
' ing is a full extract of the decree prop- 
er, without the preamble, article by 
article: 


Article 1-The Inws of March 15. lE!)r>, 


will bo amplified 1" accordance with the fol- 
lowing rules, which will be developed In 
by-laws: 


Rule First—The municipalities and assem- 


blies of the six provinces of the island of 
Cuba (Pinur ilel Itlo, llnvnnu, llatnn/as, 
Santa Clara, 1'uorto I'rlnclpe nnd Santiago 
rde Cuba! will enjoy nil the liberties com- 
patible with the luws ami the respect of iu- 
divlclunl rights. 


The assemblies will 
have the 
right to 


elect its presidents. 


In cncb assembly there will be nn execu- 


tive committee, elected by the assembly 
every six months, :ujd Us president will be 
elected by said commit Ice. 
The mayors 


and deputy mayors will be elected by the 
'.municipalities from amongst the members. 
'They will exercise, without, limitation, tho 


active functions of the municipal adminis- 
tration as executors of the decisions of the 
municipalities. 


The provincial assemblies will have the 


right to suspend the decision of the munici- 
palities, when they go beyond the limits of 
the municipal rights, but, In this case, tho 
municipalities will have tho right of ap- 
peal to the highest court of the province. 


The provincial assemblies will have largo 


powers In matters of taxes in accordance 
with the general nnd local system of taxa- 
tion. 


The appropriations for tho province and 


municipalities will be separately made. Tho 
orguiilKiitloiii of establishments of public in- 
struction in the provinces will correspond 
to the provxlsional assemblies, and in the 
towns and cities to the municipalities. 


Tho governor general and the civil gov- 


ernors of the provinces will only have right 
of intervention in matters of public Instruc- 
tion to assure the fulfillment of the general 
laws and the compatibility of the munici- 
pal and provincial appropriations with tlm 
•spenses of those establishments. 


Kule Two—Tho council of administration 


ot the island will be composed of 35 coun- 
cillors; 21 of them will be elected directly 
by tho people, with the same conditions and 
census that elects tho provincial assem- 
blies and tho municipalities, according to 
the rule estbllshed by Article ;i of the law 
»f March 15, 1805. 


Nino will be as follows: 
The president 


ot the University of Havana, the president 
of tho chamber of commerce of Havana, 
the president: of the economical societies 
of the fi-iends of the country of Havana, 
the president of the planters' association, 
the president o£ the tobacco manufacturers' 
union, one member representing the chap- 
ters of the cathedral 
of Havana 
and of 


Santiago de Cuba, one representing all the 
trades associations of Havana, I.wo desig- 
nated among tlm taxpayers of the province 
of Havana. 


The other (Ivo will bo senators or repre- 


sentatives to the cortes, who have been 
elected by the Island of Cuba In a greater 
number of general elections. 
The governor 


general will be honorary president of tho 
council, ami the actual president will bo 
nominated by the governor general from 
among the members of the council. 


The council will elect every six months 


committees, each of them composed of live 
members for the transaction of business 
and the d r a f t i n g of resolutions. 


Hulo Third—The corles will determine the 


•mount of the expenses of sovereignty (Im- 
perial expenses) and will determine the to- 
tal of the budget. 
To meet that amount 


the council of administration will accord, 
every year, tho taxes nnd revenues neces- 
sary to supply the expenses approved by the 
cortes. 
Only In the case of the council of 


administration not having approved and 
Toted by tho first of July the taxes and 
revenue*; necessary to meet the budget ap- 
proved by tho cortes, the governor genenil 
will decree them with the advice of the 
lulendantc. 


Tim council of administration will frame 


nnd approve tho local budget and the re- 
sources for the expenses. 


Educational 
I n s t i t u t i o n s to qualify 
for 


rovormnontul positions, excepting for those 
of the army nnd navy, will .correspond in 
organization to the council of administra- 
tion.

Sac and Pox agency, Nhas been shot, 
and that three men had been killed, 
were incorrect and arose from the sen- 
sational occurrence at 
Stroud. 
The 


robbers rode 
into 
the 
agency, but 


there was no shooting. 


Particulars of tho affair received at 


the 
United States 
marshal's office 


show that a bitter feud has long ex- 
isted between the Griffiths and Lurten 
families 
near 
Stroud. 
The Griffiths 


are tough characters and have figured 
in several raids. 


The feud grew out of a dispute over 


a farm near Stroud. Three weeks ago, 
while two of the Griffiths boys were 
plowing on the disputed ground, they 
were shot from ambush. 
They sus- 


pected Henry Lurtcn, and caused his 
arrest and incarceration. Lurtcn gave 
bond and was released. 


Ou Monday the Griffiths gang, com- 


posed of six members, galloped into 
the town of Stroud and terrorized the 
citizens. 
They ordered everybody in- 


side the house and school closed and 
locked, declaring that a bloody battle 
would shortly take 
place. 
For two 


days Stroud was in a state of 
siege 


and few people ventured out. Wednes- 
day, while Deputy Jim . Furber, Henry 
Lurten, Everett Lurten and 
Charles 


Moore 
were 
entering 
Stroud, 
they 


were ambushed by the Griffiths gang, 
eight in number. Twenty shots were 
fired, but no one was killed. 


Little Chango In the ituslncns Conditions

Nw York, Feb. GI—R. G. Dun & 


Company's weekly review ' of trade 
says: No important change in busi- 
ness appears, but the number of man- 
ufacturing 
estblishments 
starting 


much exceeds the number of those 
stopping during the week, and so much 
that the curtailment of working time 
in many cotton mills probably does not 
lessen the aggregate productive force 
or amount of wages paid. 


There is distinct increase in orders 


for •woolen goods, some gain in the silk 
manufacture, a waiting condition with 
gain in one branch of boots and shoe?, 
and indications of better things com- 
ing in the iron and steel manufacture. 


All symptoms are favorable in the 


money market and a large sale of se- 
curities in connection with the North- 
ern ' Pacific and Oregon Navigation 
interests to European purchasers will 
put off still farther the possibility of 
gold exports. 


It is also cheering evidence of confi- 


dence among European investors. To 
many it is the most perplexing feature 
of current events that wheat does not 
rise much, though it has advanced 7% 
cents for the week. 


Atlantic exports have been only 


1,G9G,04G 
bushels, 
flour 
included, 


against 1,965,456 for the same week 
last year, while western receipts have 
been only 1,468,170 bushels against 
2,800,407 last year. 


The condition of the 'market is not 


explained by any special information 
but Ihe current prices show that no 
great confidence is fe'lt in the estimates 
of supplies available for the rest of 
the year. 


Sales of wool have been smaller than 


in other recent weeks, and yet are far 
in excess of the 
consumption of all 


mills for a week, i£ all were fully em- 
ployed. 


There has been only a slight stiffen- 


ing in prices, but more foreign wool 
will be taken and stored, it is'believed, 
if western holders continue to demand 
higher prices. 


More important than these indica- 


tions is a little better demand 
for 


heavyweight goods which has led some 
of the smaller mills to buy wool more 
freely and thus enable a number to 
start operations. Prices of bessemer 
pig and grey forge at Pittsburg have 
slightly advanced with a much more 
hopeful feeling, notwithstanding the 
comparative narrowness of the demand 
for finished products and in plates and 
wire and wire nails there is much 
more business with good prospects. 


Failures for the week have been 311 


in the United States against 33 last 
year, and 63 in Canada against 67 last 
year. 


Nicaragua Ciuml Hill Abandoned. 


Washington, Feb. 6.—Senator Al- 


drich and other friends of the Nicar- 
agua canal bill have had conferences 
with Speaker Reed and other house 
leaders during the day regarding the 
possibility of the bill being brought up 
in the house in case it should pass the 
senate. The result has been that the 
bill will be abandoned in the senate 
next Monday and the bankruptcy bill 
brought forward.
